Sinterklaas I Local children 
have been leaving out a shoe 
every evening for the past 
few weeks since his arrival at 
Oranjestad Harbor, in hopes 
of finding a sweet treat or 
small toy as a reward for ex¬ 
emplary behavior. It is com¬ 
mon practice to gather a bit of 
grass and leave some water 
far his overworked steed, 
who takes Sinterklaas around 
the island on Ins rounds 
Commonly called St 
Nicolas and in same regions, 
De Goedheihgman or The 
Good Holy Man, the patron 
saint of children, sailors, phi¬ 
latelists, and the city of Ams¬ 
terdam, he .arrives on Aruba 
every year after traveling by 
sea from Spain 

Though there is some 
scholarly debate regarding 
Ins passible pre-Christian ori¬ 
gins, it is acknowledged that 
the figure of Smtsrkiaas is 
based on the Greek Bishop of 
Myra, which is nawpart of 
Turkey. Tomorrow is Ins feast 


day, and Ins 
birthday fol¬ 
lows the day 
after, December 
6 Purportedly 
an orphan taken 
m by Jesuits, his 
legend recounts 
him dedicating 
much of his 
time to rescuing 
other homeless 
children off the 
streets. 

In 1037, the 
relics of the 
Bishop of Myra 
were furtively 
transported to 
Ban, m south¬ 
eastern Italy; 
for this reason, 
he is also 
known as Niko¬ 
laas of Ban. Ban later 
farmed part of the Spanish 
Kingdom of Naples, because 
it was previously conquered 
in 1442 by Alfonso V of 
Aragon. The city thus be¬ 
came part of the Kingdom of 
Aragon and later of Spain, 
until the 13th century Be¬ 
cause the remains of St. 
Nicholas were in Ban (then a 
Spanish city), it is tradition 
tliat St Nicholas comes from 
Spain His helpers are de¬ 
picted as Moorish figures of 
the Spanish court called 


Zwarte Pieten. 

Tins is why Sinterklaas 
travels all the way from Sp am 
to Aruba to bring toys and 
treats to good little boys and 
girls, who are listed in the big 
book he always carries. 
Naughty children may receive 
a spanking from the Zwarte 
Pieten, if they are unrepen¬ 
tant. Usually they distnbute 
handfuls of traditional sweets, 
such as kruidnoteu, which are 
bite-sized ginger snaps, and 
tai-tai, anise flavored cakes 
often in the shape of Sinterk¬ 
laas or Zwarte Piet. 

Today, the venerable old 
man and his merry pranksters 
’will be sighted at all corners 
of Aruba. Many homes will 
welcome a Zwarte Piet who 
will entertain with rollicking 
poetry. Excited children will 
await to see what wonderful 
^ifts emerge from their big 
bags. Expect Sinterklaas to 
set up shop in town and at 
various toy stores, where chil¬ 
dren will be invited to come 
and receive a special gift 

Once his feast day is over, 
Sinterklaas and Ins Zwarte 
Pieten will quietly retire to 
Spain, only to return again to 
Aruba to thrill island children 
with Ins presence a beloved 
holiday season tradition in¬ 
herited. from their Dutch 
colonial days.

Human trafficking a worry in post-typhoon 
Philippines: US 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Thousands of women and 
children in the Philippines 
risk falling prey to human 
traffickers in the aftermath of 
last month's catastrophic ty¬ 
phoon, lawmakers and the 
chief US aid agency warned 
Tuesday. 

A US congressman return¬ 
ing from a visit to the storm- 
ravaged island nation said 
that while Filipino authorities 
and US farces were helping 
vast numbers of storm vic¬ 
tims, more attention was 
needed to thwart, criminal op¬ 
portunists taking advantage 
of the chaos after Super-ty¬ 


phoon Haiyan roared ashore 
The most vulnerable -- 
women, children, the elderly, 
and those with special needs 
-- always fare worst during 
disasters," Republican con¬ 
gressman Chris Smith, wha 
led the three-member delega¬ 
tion to the disaster zone last 
week, told a House Foreign 
Affairs subcommittee. 

At particular risk of sex 
trafficking are vulnerable 
people “who over a longer 
period of time may have lost 
some hope," said Smith 
Such persons in the Philip - 
pines, many among the thou¬ 
sands transported out of the 


disaster zone tD cities like the 
capital Manila, could fall vic¬ 
tim to affers of work in Saudi 
Arabia or Korea, Smith said, 
only So find themselves with 
"an engraved invitation to a 
hell on Earth ' 

Washington considers the 
Philippines as not in full 
compliance with minimum 
standards for eliminating traf¬ 
ficking. The State Depart¬ 
ment's 2013 trafficking report 
describes it as a source coun¬ 
try for sex-trafficking and 
forced labor, and that ’'child 
sex tourism remained a seri¬ 
ous problem - there. 

The US Agency for Inter¬ 


national Development, which 
for years has worked with the 
government of the Philip¬ 
pines to reduce human traf¬ 
ficking, also sounded the 
al arm at the hearing 

"We are watching this 
very closely" Nancy Lind- 
barg, the USAID's assistant 
administrator far Democracy, 
Conflict and Humanitarian 
Assistance, testified 

"To protect the children of 
the central Philippines during 
this time of heightened vul¬ 
nerability, the government of 
the Philip pines and the inter¬ 
national community will 
need to make every effort . to 


ensure and strengthen local 
and national protective serv¬ 
ices." 

That includes creation of 
safe spaces for women and 
children, and programs that 
help identify, trace and re¬ 
unify' unaccompanied chil¬ 
dren, she said. 

Washington has commit¬ 
ted nearly $60 million worth 
of typhoon-relatecl aid to the 
Philippines, Lindbarg said. 

More than 7,4OD people 
died or r emain missing in the 
aftermath of Haiyan, one of 
the mast powerful typhoons 
on record

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Britain urges US court to 
end contract ban on BP 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Britain 
lias farmally backed EP's ef¬ 
fort to overturn a US ban on 
the oil giant from govern¬ 
ment contracts due to the dis¬ 
astrous 2010 Gulf of Mexico 
oil spill. 

In a filing Monday to a US 
court m Texas,, the British 
government suggested the 
law may not have been ap¬ 
plied fairly to BP 

It also warned that the US 
Enviro nm ent al Pr Dt e cti a n 
Agency (EPA) ban on the 
comp any ere at es " harmful 
regulatory uncertainty" that 
mi gilt discourage other com¬ 
panies from cooperating with 
regulators 

"Regulators should apply 
the law fairly and predictably 
lest their actions erode global 
public trust in the instituti ons 
and individuals involved. In 
tins case. Her Majesty's Gov¬ 
ernment is concerned that 


diese reasonable standards 
have not been met," it said m 
the filing. 

In addition, the govern¬ 
ment said, the EPA ban risks 
creating a powerful disincen¬ 
tive to cooperational tunes of 
crisis." 

"Corporations may think 
twice before agreeing to ac¬ 
cept responsibility to per¬ 
form remedial work, or to 
negotiate a plea agreement if 
such efforts are not taken into 
account when the time comes 
to mete out other sanctions." 

BP has paid billions of dol¬ 
lars m fines and compensa¬ 
tion over the 2010 Deepwater 
Horizon disaster, which, left 
II people dead and sent mil¬ 
lions of barrels of oil churning 
mta the Gulf af Mexico. 

In November 2012 the com¬ 
pany agreed with the Depart¬ 
ment o f Jusfci ce to a then-re cord 
$4.5 billion fine and pleaded 


guilty to 14 counts to settle 
cnminal charges in die case. 

It has also spent more than 
$14 billion an the response 
and cleanup and paid another 
$10 billion to businesses, in¬ 
dividuals and local govern¬ 
ments that did not join the 
class-action lawsuit. 

The EPA, in November 
3013, blocked BP from federal 
contracts, citing its 'lack of 
business integrity" in the Gulf 
disaster audits aftermath 

"Suspensions are a stan¬ 
dard practice when a respon¬ 
sibility question is raised by 
action in a criminal case," 
EPA said. 

In August 3 D13, BP sought 
to overturn the ban, arguing 
the company had already 
been punished for the spill 
and that the EPA's action was 
"punitive, arbitrary, capri¬ 
cious, and an abuse of EPA's 
discretion "

"There are attacks on the 
electricity service to discon¬ 
nect it for days," he said 
"They aren't going to make us 
suspend the elections." 

Electrical engineer Jose 
Manuel Aller told AFP that 
the government's explanation 
was dubious. 

"Just before the blackout 


there was an oscillation m the 
network, which generally oc¬ 
curs when transmission limits 
are exceeded, causing a fail¬ 
ure tliat activates the security 
systems," he said. 

He said transmission lines 
were long and vulnerable to a 
"weather event, rain, light¬ 
ning or a stonn " 

He also no ted that the gov¬ 
ernment had sent troops to 
protect the electrical system 
after a similar outage in the 
same place in September 
"It would be very difficult 
for someone to gain access to 
the system," he said 

Maduro, a former union 
leader and bus driver, is 
struggling to establish the

US media points to human error 
in NYC train crash 


UK authorities defend 
forced caesarean for 
Italian woman 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
media pointed, Tuesday toward 
human error as the cause of a 
deadly commuter tram crash in 
New York, reporting that the 
driver either fell asleep or 
"zoned out" 

The tram was traveling at 
nearly three times the recom¬ 
mended speed limit when it 
derailed early Sunday, killing 
four people and injuring an¬ 
other 67 passengers, federal in¬ 
vestigators say 

Tire train clocked 32 miles 
(131 kilometers) per hour as it 
entered a curve m the Bronx 
where the limit was 30 miles 
(43 kilometers) per hour. 

Investigators are question¬ 
ing the driver, William Rocke¬ 
feller, 46, 111 a process 

expected to continue far sev¬ 
eral days 

The New York Post reported 
that Rjq eke feller told investiga¬ 
tors he had "zoned out" as the 
train was headed towards the 
bend 

He was "jolted back to real¬ 
ity" only alter a whistle went 
off warning him he was going 
dangerously fast the newspa¬ 
per said. 


A report on New York 
neighborhood news website 
DNALnfo.com said investiga¬ 
tors believe the driver "dazed 
off' for a few moments and 
woke up too late to stop tire 
train hurtling a ff the tracks. 

Tire train, carrying between 
10D and ISO people, had been 
headed south to Grand Central 
Station in Manhattan 

Investigators found that 
shortly h efore die crash at 7:20 
am (1220 GMT) the throttle of 
the Metro-North tram went 
into idle and there had been a 
sudden loss m brake pressure 

Tire train's seven cars de¬ 
railed just before Spuyten 
Duyvri station and flew across 
a grassy bank separating tire 
railroad from the Hudson and 
Harlem rivers, which meet at 
that point 

Tire front car came Id rest 
only a few feet from the water 
and two cars toppled on their 
side 

New York Governor An¬ 
drew Cuomo said Monday tire 
cause of the crash was most 
likely "speed-related" and de¬ 
scribed tire horror passengers 
experienced as tire tram skid¬ 


ded at high speed 
"Tire windows broke out, 
the doors opened and they 
were picking up stones, rock, 
dirt, tree limbs were frying 
through the cars," he said. 

Some passengers were "im¬ 
paled" by debris as train cars 
flew into the air, officials have 
said, while others had to h e cut 
free from tangled metal 
The Metropolitan Trans¬ 
portation Authority identified 
tire four dead as two men and 
two women aged from 35 Ed 
59 All were New York-are a 
residents. 

Three of tire dead had been 
thrown from the train. 



LONDON (AFP) - British au¬ 
thorities have defended the de¬ 
rision to force a mentally-ill 
Italian woman to give birth by 
caesarean section, saying they 
acted in tire interests of tire 
mother and child. 

Claims that British social 
services "forcibly removed" the 
baby girl from tire woman's 
womb while she was on a work 
trip sparked a furore at the 
weekend. 

But officials m Essex, east of 
London, said that health author¬ 
ities had obtained a court order 
m August 2013 forcing die C- 
section “because of concerns 
about, risks to mother and 
child" 

A court judgment, authorising 
the adoption of the little girl, 
named only as ‘ P", revealed drat 
the mother had bipolar disorder 
and suffered from "very intru¬ 
sive par anoid delusions" when 
sire failed to take her medica¬ 
tion She had spent several 
spells in psychiatric wards m 
Italy 

The mother, who came to 
Britain in 2012, was "pro¬ 
foundly unwell" and had been 


forcibly taken into psychiatric 
care a month before the birth, 
judge Roderick Newton said in 
his ruling m February 

He said the mother, who has 
two other daughters being cared 
for by their grandmother in Italy, 
was now 111 much better health 
and had sought to take tire new¬ 
born home with her. 

But he gave the go-ahead for 
the baby Id be adopted m Bn tain, 
saying tins was the best way to 
guarantee her a ‘permanent, pre¬ 
dictable and stable home". 

If m later life P reads this 
judgment, as she may well do, 1 
hope that slie will appreciate th at 
her mother in particular loved 
her and wished for her to return 
to live with her and ta bnng her 
up," Newton said. 

The Sunday Telegraph news¬ 
paper reported that the mother, 
who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, is continuing to fight 
through the courts for custody of 
tiie child.

HONG KONG (AFP) - Hong 
Kong will quarantine 17 peo¬ 
ple after the city confirmed its 
first human case of the deadly 
H7N9 bird flu, officials said 
Tuesday. 

The 17 are mostly relatives 
of the employer of a 3d-year- 
old In do ness an domestic 
help ei; wiiD is in critical condi¬ 
tion in a Hong Kong hospital 
after a visit, to mainland China 

They were aU taken to hos¬ 
pital for observation 

A government statement 
later said all 17 people had 
tested negative for the virus, 
but would be sent to a holiday 
village m the seaside town of' 
S ai Kun g " for m e di c al surveil - 
lance". 

The Indonesian domestic 
helper had a history of travel¬ 
ling to the mainland city of 
Shenzhen, just across the bor-

But they 
stressed that it was still diffi¬ 
cult for the virus, believed to 
jump from birds to people, to 
spread b etween humans. 

Avian flu viruses have been 
around for a very long time in 
wild birds. They do not gener¬ 
ally cause disease in humans, 
though in rare cases they mu- 
t ate and j ump sp eci es. 

Hong Kong is especially 
alert, to the spread of viruses 
after an outbreak of Severe 
Acute Respiratory Syndrome 
(EARS) swept through the city 
m 2003, killing 299 people and 
infecting around 1,S00 


STOCKHOLM - (AFP) - 
Swedish police have warned a f 
a growing trend of teenage 
gang rapes, often filmed or 
photographed oil smartphones, 
as a high-profile case under a 
new rape law opened m the 
capital Tuesday 

In the case before the 
Stockholm court, three young 
men are accused of raping a 
girl, whose age has not been 
made public, in a forested area 
south of the capital. 

Hie girl was under the in¬ 
fluence of drugs, court docu¬ 
ments show, and a judge said 
she was in a "particularly vul¬ 
nerable situation" due to the 
number of men involved, who 
were not known to her. 

The trial is the latest in a se¬ 
nes of cases of group sex acts 
involving young Swedes 
which has prompted police to 
raise the alarm about a new 
trend in gang rapes. 

Video footage from smart¬ 
phones is later used to shame 
and silence victims, or black¬ 
mail them into participating in 
more group sex acts. 

"It can be five guys and one 
girl, and she is forced to give 
them oral sex in public, the 
girl doesn't dare to say no," 
Tins year there have been 
almost 1,5QD cases of sexual 
assault involving under 1 Ss in 
Stockholm alone, up from 
1301 the previous year, ac¬ 
cording to official figures. 

The number of cases that 
made it to court in the country 
as a whole where the victims 


were ! 5 to 17-years-old almost 
doubled to from 2011 to 
2012 

Sweden has one of the 
highest rates of reported rape 
in Europe but police say that 
can be attributed to a greater 
willingness to report attacks in 
recent years. 

They say the attackers often 
manipulate and threaten 
younger girls into participating 
in sex acts and once they are 
filmed they have control over 
them 

Per Ullhalm, a sex educator at 
the sexual health association 
RFS U, sad he had not s een “ any 
dramatic charge in attitudes to¬ 
wards sexual violence among 
teenagers," but added that it was 
important to discuss limits aid 
seek consent before sex. 

Sweden toughened its rape 
legislation in July to include 
victims m a "particularly vul¬ 
nerable situation 1 winch in¬ 
cludes young girls who feel 
intimidated among a group of 
boys. 

Women's right groups were 
keeping a close eye on the trial 
which opened Tuesday, the 
most high-profile since the 
new law came into force, hop¬ 
ing tliat it. would set a prece¬ 
dent and send a clear message 
to young men 

They called for Sweden to 
strengthen rape Iaw r s further 
and join Dther countries such 
as the UK, Ireland, Norway 
and Belgium which require ex¬ 
plicit consent before a sexual 
act. 


US woman sues Catholic 
group over miscarriage rules 



CHICAGO (AFP) - A woman twice sent home from a 
Catholic hospital during a painful miscarriage has sued 
the church's hierarchy for imposing standards of care 
which bar termination of any pregnancy, her lawyers 
said. The lawsuit argues that those rules - based on the 
belief that abortion is murder - stopped her doctors 
from providing medically appropriate care: terminating 
the failed pregnancy before it threatened the mother's 
health. The US Conference of Catholic Bishops - which 
authored the ethical and religious directives and is the 
party being sued - declined to comment on the case. 
The lawsuit alleges that the hospital administration re¬ 
viewed the case this year and determined that the deci¬ 
sion not to induce labor to terminate the pregnancy was 
"proper" because the religious and ethical directives 
prohibit inducing labor prior to fetal viability.

Scientists discover wonder rice gene: IRRI 



MANILA (AFP) - Scientists 
have discovered a wonder lice 
gene that could dramatically 
increase yields of one of the 
world's most important food 
crops, the International Pice 
Research Institute said Tues¬ 
day 

Preliminary tests show that 
yields of modem long-grain 
“mdica" rice varieties, the 
world's most widely grown 
types office, can use by 13-36 
percent when infused with the 
so-called SPEKE gene, the 


Philippines-based institute 
said. 

"Our work showed that 
SPIKE is indeed one of the 
major genes responsible for 
the yield increase that breeders 
have spent so many years 
searching for," IRRI genetic 
tr an s form ation 1 ab orato ry 
chief Inez Slamet-Loedin said 
m a statement 

Te sting o f new ri ce van eti es 
infused with the gene is under 
way across several developing 
countries in Asia, said rice 


breeder Tsutomu Eshimaru, 
head of the IRRI-led SPIKE 
bre eding pro gramm e. 

Increasing the yield means 
growing more rice on the same 
amount of land, using the same 
resources. 

The SPIKE gene was first 
discovered by Japanese 
breeder, No buy a Kobayashi, 
fo 11 o win g I on g-runm ng r e- 
search starting in 1939 on a 
tropical “japoiuca" rice variety 
that is grown in Indonesia, 
Ehron told AFP "Hie findings 
of the study were published 
Monday.

day m a row as speculation in¬ 
creased that the US Federal Re¬ 
serve will soon scale back its 
b on d -b uymg pro gram 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average fell 94.15 points (0 59 
percent) to 15,914.61 

The broad-based, StfcP 500 
dipped 5.75 {0.33 percent) to 
1,795.15, while the tech-rich 
Nasdaq Composite Index de¬ 
clined 3.06 (0 20 percent) to 
4,037 20. 

The sell-off came as in¬ 
vestors focused on prospects 
that the Fed may trim its SS5 
billion per month hand-buying 
program earlier them previously 
believed, perhaps at its mone¬ 
tary policy meeting in two 
weeks. 

That speculation picked up 
following strong economic data 


on Monday, a dearth of major 
economic news Dn Tuesday and 
ahead of a hig US labor report 
Friday that many feel could 
hasten Fed action if jobs growth 
is strong 

The markets are falling be¬ 
cause of "more taper fears" as 
economic data improves, said 
Brent Schulte of BMO Private 
Bank.

Detroit bankruptcy case 
can go forward: US judge 


What Can Be Done About 

DETROIT’S 
ABANDONED 
BUILDINGS ? 
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CHICAGO (AFP) - Hie city of 
Detroit won judicial approval 
to move forward with die 
largest municipal bankruptcy 
m US history Tuesday despite 
objections from city workers 
fearful of losing their pensions 

Saddled with more than $ IS 
billion m debt and a tax base 
depleted by decades of popu¬ 
lation loss and urban blight, 
the birthplace of the US auto 
industry has been so strapped 
for cash it can't even keep the 
street lights on. 

It fried for bankruptcy pro¬ 
tection m July, die largest US 
city ever to do so. 

After lengthy initial hear¬ 
ings and weeks of deliberation. 
Judge Steven Rhodes ruled 
Detroit is eligible to restructure 
its debt and liabilities under 
Chapter 9 of the US bank¬ 
ruptcy cade. 

Hie decision was immedi¬ 
ately appealed by the city's 
largest public sector union 

It was hailed fay Michigan 
Governor Rick Snyder as the 
only "viable" way for Detroit 
to “stay on tlie path toward a 
brighter future." 

"There will be other difficult 
decisions as we work through 
tins process," Snyder said in a 
statement. 

"But Michigan and Detroit 
are resilient and are the come¬ 
back stories m the country 
Working together we can and 
will make sure that reinvention 
happens.” 

In an unusual move, Rhodes 
explained his decision m a 
court hearing prior to releasing 
Ins complex 140-page opinion 

Bankruptcy was a "foregone 
conclusion" and should have 
happened years ago, Rhodes 
told the packed courtroom. 

"Hie city no longer has the 
resources to... provide its citi¬ 
zens basic services," die De¬ 
troit. News quoted Rhodes as 
saying 

"To reverse this decline and 
attract new residents and revi¬ 
talize and remvigorate, Detroit 
needs help." 


Thousands of retired city 
workers are fearful they will 
be pushed into poverty if De¬ 
troit is able to slash their pen¬ 
sion benefits, which are 
supposed to be protected by 
the Michigan state constitu¬ 
tion 

Rhodes warned that federal 
bankruptcy law allows for the 
pensions to be cut, adding "the 
court emphasizes that it will 
not lightly or causally exercise 
federal bankruptcy law to im¬ 
pair pensions " 

Hie city-owned Detroit In¬ 
stitute of Arts is also at risk of 
do sing its do ors if Rhodes al¬ 
lows even part, of its world- 
class collection to be sold to 
pay off Detroit's debts. 

Rhodes indicated that may 
not happen, arguing that sell¬ 
ing assets would b e a one-time 
fix that wouldn't address De¬ 
troit's deeper problems. 

The bankruptcy is expected 
to make it harder for munici¬ 
palities in Michigan and other 
US states to borrow money by 
undermining confidence in 
what used to be among the 
most trusted bonds available 

Hie situation in Detroit is 
being closely monitored by 
government workers aeross die 
country who are fearful that 
they too may see their retire¬ 
ment bens fits slashed by cash- 
strapped states and cities. 

Emergency manager Kevyn 
Crr saidhehDpes unions, pen¬ 
sion funds and other creditors 
will work with him on a " con¬ 
sensual" plan to slash Detroit's 
debts "so it can growth and 
thrive. “ 

"We're trying to be veiy 
thoughtful, measured and hu¬ 
mane about what we have to 
do," On told reporters "Hie 
reality is there's not enough 
money to address the (pension) 
situation no matter what we 
do." 

He vowed t.o continue to pay 
the city's hills -- including pay- 
checks far city workers — and 
hopes to publish a restructur¬ 
ing plan in early January 


Outgoing Mayor 
Dave Bing urged resi¬ 
dents to "pull together" 
and get behind the re¬ 
structuring efforts. 

"There's going to be 
a lot of pam far a lot of 
different people," Bing 
told reporters. "But m 
the long run, the future 
will fa e bright." 

Once a bustling bea¬ 
con of industrial 
might, the Motor City 
is now a poster child 
for urban decay, its 
landscape littered with 
ab and on ed sky s crap - 
ers, factories and

Detroit has seen its papula¬ 
tion shrink by more than half

With less revenue, Detroit 
had to cut back on services, 
prompting even more people 
to leave and eventually send¬ 
ing the city into an economic 
tail spin 

A whopping 40 percent of 
streetlights don't work and the 
average police response time is 
58 minutes. 

Home to the" Big Hiree" US 
carmakers — Ford, Chrysler 
and General Motors -- the 
Motor City also saw its main 
employers go through rounds 
of mass layoffs as auto facto¬ 
ries were automated and jobs 
outsourced.
